TSUD SCHOOL OF 
EDUCATION RECEIVES 
NATIONAL 
ACCREDITATION 


The School of Education at Troy 
State University at Dothan has offi- 


cially received national accreditation _ 


at the basic and advanced levels from 
the Unit Accreditation Board of the 
National Council for Accreditation 
of Teacher Education (NCATE). 








Word reached the University by 
letter on Monday, October 3, after 
several months of anticipation. The 
NCATE review team made its offi- 
cial visit in April of this year and 
indicated that TSUD’s School of 
Education was in great shape. Now 
that the accreditation process is com- 
pleted, TSUD is ready to inform area 
educators, current and prospective 
Students,and education leaders 
throughout the region and state of its 
national accreditation. 





“University personnel could talk 
about the successful accreditation 
visit, but we were limited to confirm- 
ing the decision until official notifica- 
tion,” said Tony Whetstone, TSUD 
director of University Relations. 
“The Wiregrass area can be proud in 
knowing that teachers from TSUD 
have been and will continue to be 
prepared according to accepted na- 
tional standards of excellence,” he 
added. 

NCATE adopted new, rigorous 
standards in 1988 which all pre- 
viously accredited schools have had 
to meet. Schools seeking NCATE ac- 
creditation under this redesigned 
system must meet high standards in 
areas including quality of faculty and 
graduates, support given to 
graduates, and program excellence. 
“The profession itself, including col- 
lege of education leaders, called for 
and developed the new, tougher 
standards for teacher education ac- 
creditation,” says Dr. Arthur E. 
Wise, president of NCATE. 

TSUD met seventeen of the 
eighteen standards with the only 
recommendation coming in the area 
of faculty teaching load. The council 
indicated TSUD’s faculty teaching 
load exceeded NCATE’s guidelines, 
therefore, limiting faculty involve- 


_ment in research and.scholarly ac- 


tivities. TSUD received strong com- 
mendations in the areas of’ cur- 
riculum; clinical and field-based ex- 
periences; relationships with schools; 
admission, monitoring, and advisory 
services; program completion; facul- 
ty development and evaluation; and 
governance. 





According to TSUD executive 
vice president, Dr. Jack Sublette, the

The NCATE visiting 
team was very impressed with the col- 
laboration exhibited by faculty and 
staff, students, area school systems, 
and community leaders. It was a 
plienomenal experience and one that 
we can build upon to make TSUD a 
greater institution to serve the needs 
of our student population in the 
Wiregrass region.” 


TSUD AWARDED 
AMERICORPS PROJECT 


Troy State University at Dothan 
' (TSUD), in partnership with seven 
area organizations, has been 
awarded a federal grant for an in- 
novative AmeriCorps program en- 
titled ONE PROBLEM AT A TIME 
(OPT) involving professionals, col- 
”- lege students, and children/teenagers 
in solving public safety problems in 
areas of violence, crime, and sub- 
stance abuse. TSUD received one of 
only four grants awarded in 
Alabama. 

The grant will provide ap- 


*. proximately $93,000 in operational 


funds and another $94,000 in student 
aid. University student volunteers 
can use their money for current tui- 
tioa, to repay loans, or for continuing 
education in a profession. 

Site partners, places where teams 
will work, for the AmeriCorps 
- project are Dothan Boys’ Club, Girl 
“Scouts of America, Adolescent

Resource Center, Family Services 
Center, and Dothan City Schools. 
Serving as training partners with 
University faculty will be the Dothan 
Police Department and Houston 
County Substance Abuse Council. 

The program structure, with a 
university.center and broad-based 
participation by community or- 
ganizations, will help insure 
replicability on a state or national 
scale. 

“The most innovative facet of 
OPT is the expectation that children
